glazed round, and every glafle had a de- 
vice in ir, there being in the works of Vel 
ver, and in the glafe, fourty differen In- 
ventions, with Iralian and Spaniſh Mor- 
toes on the Sul, and bis effets ; this licrer 
was followed with che litter of Madame 
the Princeſſe of Reche-ſicr-yon, and with che

Honour , and with ten wayting Genele- 
women on Horſe, with their 

and wich fixe caroaches, in which the reft
